It is the dob of the Central Intelligence Agency to gamer together 
the facts affecting our national security as hast we can find then, sad then 
to lay then before the poMcyoodwraj the President of the Suited States, 
tbs Secretary of Stats, the Secretary of Defense, who addressed you last 
night, and the other somber* of the national Security Council as they any be 
directly concerned. They in torn decide what to dk> about them facts* 

Among tbs "facts* which CIA has been uncovering is information on the 

techniques which subversive Communism employs to weaken the free world. 

X went to talk to you about this this afternoon. Them techniques fall 

geographically into two wain categories — the domestic and the foreign — 
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those subversive ccsvaanistic actions which we haws to met right here 
at home end those that chiefly affect our Allies and, friends is the Free 
World. And m they affect then* they in tarn have an impact on oar own 
security position. 

the work of the Central Intelligence Agency in this general field 
relates exclusively to what is feeing done abroad. Within the Suited States 
the chief agency that deals with this problem is* of course* the FBI. 

Hem at bom we are becoming increasingly aware of the dangers of 
subversive Communism. it is no longer coddled and tolerated. We are 
fortunate to have lit the Federal Boreas of investigation Hr. J. Edgar Hoover 
with his great experience and high technical ekill. He has been able to 
soke a reel contribution* particularly by exposing to the light of day the 
various organisations and fronts under which Communists are easquorading. 

tm will recall that the Attorney General has published a list Of 
some 200 organisations hero in the United States' with high sounding names - 
and titles which are nothing more then subversive Communist frosts* in 
most oases# Ton will also moan that the President is Ms recent speech 
at the opening of the Congress suggested certain additional measures far 
- dealing with the problem of subversion. 

How while we still have no light- to fee complacent about the domestic 
situation here at hose* a far graver situation faces many of the countries 
of tm Free World. Some have yet to appreciate the- mat meaning of Comma-* 
Mem or to take adequate measures against it in their own countries. As 
a result* this problem of Communist subversion is an even mere dangerous 
threat to freedom in many of the free countries of the world outside of 
the United States than- it is hero at hose. 
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tbtn* are cogent realms for tide* may of countries of the Bee# 
World and sows of those which clipped behind the Iron Curtain, suffered 
me srl evously than we from the two world war* which w» ha m faced in the 
last 30 year** Many were dew urtated by bwddng attacks* Sow* auffered 
may occnpationa* Othera in turn had their social structure and their 
economic life weakened and imperiled* Take China, for e**S*l»* 1» «torid

then also, particularly In data# wuy countries are toying to eacsrclae 
their newly won independence wader conditions which would tax the strength 
of the moat nature demraciss* And in the process they tom* to resist the 
Inriag appeals of the Communists with their seemingly easy and ntetfm 
solutions for all. the social and eoronwental pwsblaas.

subversive Machine with Its headquartera in Moscow and with its branch 
«ffic«# throughout the Coawnlet world in such place# as Warsaw, fragw** 
Bucharest, Peiping, in the Soviet sones of Bwlia and VUm*, and o» the 
frontier# of Indo-Chlna .and Burma. %m& fbeatoaro are mm easily

Here are sons ef the seawingly Innocent objectives of the Varld peace 
Council as stated at ite last meting in Vienna in Ceeeaher of' 3J/52* It 
wfc * 1 t0 »^Adat the churches throughout the world with its steed on die- 
armAJ9ent *® *«« k their approval. it preposed to develop contact with 
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jiovwwnts la favor of neutrality in dlffwial countries and to find ways of

©f enlisting the export of national independence movements and patriotic 
sentiment* in countries such as Egypt* 

®os this all sounds innocent enough* It deceives a largo number of 
good dtlsens even in this country. lot this Council is nothing hut a 
Eoasuaist plot* spearheaded from Moscow, » pert of a system dedicated to 

are diametrically opposed to the purposes they advertise. In faot the 
World Peace Council is an Instrument to pave the way for aggressive war— la 
*or*a, Xndo -China, and. elsewhere* 

»oif all of these activities cost money. It is estimated that the last 
aseilng of the World Peace Council in Vienna, alone, cost about a half a 
million dollars. It is rather interesting that the funds for the support of 
this Congress were drawn from the “Soviet Kilitaiy Bank" in Vienna, m fhet, 
*U of these front organisations ore financed with funds from Hoscow or funds 
that are obtained from affiliated Communist organisations in other parts of 
the Soviet World* 

estimate, and this shows the weight they put on these organisations, 
that the average annual eapendlture of lutematioml Communism on aH of 
their front organisations and their various affiliated activities runs in 
the neighborhood ef 2 billion dollars* They appreciate the value of these 
propagandist movements and organisations, and they are willing to pay dearly 
for them. 

International Communism particularly appreciates the importance of 
working with the youth, and for this purpose they have two iaportant organisa- 


tions— the International Union of Students and the World Federation of 
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Bwaocratie Youth. These Include millions of members from 71 countries— 
tbey claim some $0 Millions# they have frequent rallies,, the most important 
of which took place in Berlin in August of 195>1. It waa a colossal affair* 
labeled ®A loath Festival for Peace*® Over a million Berman youths sere 
transported to Berlin at the expense of their Communist patrons* In addition 
25,000 foreign youths sere brought to Berlin from ail corners of the world# 

Of coarse* the entire bill was footed by the Cowauniat governments of Eastern 
Europe and the Soviet Onion# the cost ran into the millions of dollars* 

Fortunately for us this Berlin Bally had rose unpleasant kickbacks for tbs 
Communist side# Almost a million of the Cowsunist youths visited the Free 
Eastern Sector of Berlin* Probably they went there to jeer bat they stayed 
to wonder# Kany of them wanted to stay permanently. They there saw the 
eights of the free city' of lestem Berlin. 

One of tbs most Impressive sights they saw was the American High 
(kumieoiomr himself* John J# Hc&oy* H# invited representatives of these 
youths to visit his office, sought and freely answered their question® candidly 
and fully* Words of this extraordinary seen* spread through the entire loath 
Festival end was an impressive contrast to Communist techniques of preventing 
« free discussion among the youths at their own rally. 

Another front organisation that 1 mentioned before Is the International 
Association of Bemoeratio lawyers * This is one of the few organisations which ^ 
has its headquarters outside the Iron Curtain and has found fellow travelers in 
England and France respectively to act as Use President and Vice -^resident 
of the organisation# this lawyers association, 1 regret to say* being a lawyer* 
has been amid by the Communists to front for thsir false charges of bacterio- 
logical warfare in the Korean War and helped stage the phoney investigation 
which was made of these now wholly discredited charges* 
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Maturally to© Soviet, have not overlooked the vast importance of 
woBwn-' a organisations in the field of propaganda. Her# they have organised 
th* Women's International Democratic Federation. Its charter la a broad on#. 

It pretend# to stand for the eradication of Fascism* collaboration for 
peaee) defense of the political, economic, legal, and social rights of women* 
th* safeguarding of public health with particular reference to children* and 
the preservation of social conditions axil table to the physical, noral, «nd 
intellectual development of the young# 

la all its history, however, thie particular "front 8 has never deviated in 
any respect from the Communist line. It its westing in Vienna In April of 
1952 It came out strongly against “American warmongers." Its monthly bulletin, 
"Woman of the World,* is largely devoted to toe Ccmsumlst peace campaign. 

It im estimated that it must coat to# Comaunists acne 6 million dollars 
a year to run the Women's International Federation and to send ita represent** 
tlcwa ffcom ho different countries to toes# various international nesting* • 

It la interesting to contrast this expenditure with toe fact that the Soviet 
ha# not to this date contributed a penny to the United Nation# International 
Children’s Emergency Fund, 

I have described only a few of toe score of organisations, which are 
subtly working to spread toe <Sowranist doctrines# Thie will give you som 
Idas of toe methods which International Conmuiis* 1# employing, toe Wood 
coverage they are giving to their propaganda, and the tremendous financial 
and organisational effort they are expending to undermine the basis of 
our free society# 

What I have given you ia by no means an exhaustive review of the tools 
the Communists use to delude end deceive toe non-Ccmauaist world. However,

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Bay give you m idea of their method#. Jiach situation, often each 
country, mam for' thm the employment of a new technique or of a specially 
adapted fora of deception. 

In nr opinion the fact# I hare glean yon should not be kept secret. They 
should be spread abroad, naturally the Comuniats do all they can to conceal their 
connections with these front organisations. They should not be allowed to get 
away with this hoax and deception any longer. Since they get little loos! or 
popular financial support, it is obvious that someone with an ample pocketbook 
of governmental proportions must serve a# the »sng©l« to keep then going. 

do they do all this? It is not jwt propaganda for propaganda*#
